CONSTITUTION. 


NAME. 

I.  'I'he  Association  shall  be  called  "The  Lindsay 
Family  Association  of  Amkkica." 

OHJIOCTS. 

I I,  The  objects  of  the  Association  shall  be  conserving 
and  jiromoting  the  interest  and  sentiment  of  the  Lindsay 
family  in  America,  and  the  cultiYation  of  social  inter- 
course among  the  members  ;  the  collecting  of  data  relat- 
ing to  the  various  branches  of  the  family,  enlarging  and 
revising  the  Lindsay  Genealogy,  and  any  other  objects 
which  may  from  time  to  time  be  determined  by  the 
Association. 

MEMBERSHIP. 

IIL  The  membership  of  the  Association  shall  be  re- 
stricted to  two  classes,  viz  :  — 


ACTIVE  MEMBERS  AND  ASSOCIATE  MEMBERS. 

The  qualifications  for  Active  Membership  shall  be  the 
surname  of  Lindsay  (however  spelled)  at  birth,  and  the 
descendants  of  all  Lindsays  regardless  of  name  now 
borne. 

Associate  Membership  is  confined  to  the  husbands  or 
wives  of  the  Active  Members  of  the  Association,  such 
membership  to  cease  upon  the  death  or  withdrawal  of 
the  member  through  whom  obtained. 

Active  Members  may  become  Life  Members  of  the 
Association  on  the  payment  of  ten  dollars,  which  will  ex- 
empt them  from  further  dues  or  assessments  by  the  As- 
sociation. 

OFFICERS. 

IV.  The  Officers  of  the  Association  shall  be  a  Presi- 
dent, Vice  Presidents,  Secretary,  Treasurer  and  Historian, 
who,  without  the  Vice  Presidents,  shall  constitute  the 
Board  of  Management. 

The    President,    Secretary   and    Treasurer   shall    be 
elected  annually  at  the  regular  meeting  of  the  Associa 
tion,  by  the  Active  Members  thereof. 

Vice  Presidents  may  be  appointed  for  life  by  the 
Board  of  Management,  as  many  being  appointed  as  the 
Board  deems  advisable  from  time  to  tirr*e. 

DUTIES. 

V.  (i)  The  President  shall  preside  at  the  meetings 
of  the  Association  ;  in  his  absence,  a  Vice  President ;  and, 
in  the  event  of  neither  being  present,  a  Chairman  will  be 
elected  by  the  active  members  present. 


(2)  The  Secretary  shall  conduct  all  correspondence; 
keej)  the  hooks  and  records  of  the  meetings  and  deci- 
sions of  the  Association  and  its  Board  of  Management ; 
and  shall  act  as  convener. 

( 3 )  The  Treasurer  shall  collect,  receive,  hold  and  pay 
out  all  moneys,  subject  to  the  order  of  the  Board  of 
Management,  and  keep  a  correct  account  of  all  moneys 
received  and  expended,  and  shall  render  a  report  in 
writmg  at  the  regular  annual  meeting  of   the  Association. 

(4)  The  Board  of  Management  shall  hold  such  meet- 
ings of  the  Board  as  the  interests  of  the  Association  may 
demand. 

They  shall  have  absolute  power  to  administer  the  funds 
of  the  Association  with  the  objects  defined  in  Clause  II. 

They  shall  pass  ujjon  all  applications  for  membership 
in  the  Association. 

They  shall  appoint  Assistant  Secretaries  in  such  geo- 
graphical districts  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  purpose  of 
collecting  data. 

They  shall  report  to  the  Association  at  the  annual 
meeting  all  of  the  business  transacted  by  them  during 
the  year. 

They  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  im- 
posed upon  them  by  the  Association  at  its  annual  meet- 
ing or  by  the  President. 

(5)  The  Historian  shall  receive  data  and  revise  the 
Lindsay  Family  (ienealogy. 

MEETINGS. 

VI.  The  annual  meeting  of  the  Association  shall  be 
held  in  the  month  of  October  in  each  year  at  such  place 
and  date  as  the  Association  may  elect. 


Special  meetings  of  the  Association  may  be  held  at 
any  time  when,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board  of  Manage- 
ment, such  a  meeting  would  further  the  objects  of  the 
Association. 

AMENDMENTS   TO   THE    CONSTITUTION. 

VII.  No  additions  to,  or  alterations  of,  this  Constitu- 
tion, shall  be  made  except  at  the  regular  annual  meeting 
of  the  Association,  and  then  only  by  not  less  than  two- 
thirds  of  the  Active  Members  present  voting  in  the 
affirmative. 

Notice  of  any  proposed  addition  or  alteration  shall  be 
given  in  writing  to  the  Secretary  at  least  thirty  days  prior 
to  the  date  of  said  meeting,  and  shall  be  specified  in  the 
intimation  calling  the  meeting  at  which  the  same  is  to 
be  discussed. 


V\re  Presidents  are  earnestly  requested  to  inter- 
est themselves  in  behalf  of  the  Association,  and  if 
possible,  name  some  member  of  the  Lindsay  family 
whc)  will  act  as  Assistant  Secretary  of  the  Associa- 
tion for  their  State  to  collect  data  and  furnish  names 
and  addresses  of  all  Lindsays  (however  spelled)  and 
their  descendants.  Such  information  to  be  forward- 
ed to  the  Secretary  and  Historian,  who  will  furnish 
the    necessary    application    and    family    record     blanks.
